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ELECTION  ISSUES 


This  year  the  people  of  Hickory  had  the 
chance  to  get  involved  in  and  raise  their 
political  concerns.  This  was  made  possible 
by  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  and  the  Cataw- 
ba County  League  of  Women  Voters 
through  the  "Elections  Issues  1984"  se- 
ries. The  series  consisted  of  three  meetings 
which  were  held  on  Monday  evenings  on 
the  L-R  Campus  in  the  Belk  Centrum 
from  7:30  to  9:00. 

The  first  meeting  was  on  October  15. 
Dr.  Lowell  Ashman,  a  professor  of  politi- 
cal science  at  L-R,  presented  the  topic  of 
Foreign  Policy  Issues  at  this  meeting.  He 
discussed  Central  America,  the  Middle 
East,  U.S.S.R.  and  the  Arms  Race,  Con- 


frontational Politics,  and  Trade  and  Inter- 
dependence in  his  speech.  The  reactors  to 
the  issues  were  lolani  Ingalls  from  the 
League  of  Women  Voters  and  Christopher 
Bomba  from  L-R. 

The  second  forum  was  on  October  22 
and  dealt  with  Economic  Policy  Issues. 
William  Mauney,  associate  professor  of 
economics  at  L-R,  presented  the  topics  of 
Reaganomics,  the  Republican  Vision  for 
the  Future,  and  the  Democratic  Vision  for 
the  Future.  Jayne  Mandle  of  the  League 
of  Women  Voters  and  Adam  Draper,  a  L- 
R  student,  served  as  the  reactors  to  Profes- 
sor Mauney's  statements. 

The  third  and  final  forum  took  place  on 


October  29.  The  topic  for  this  meeting  was 
Domestic  Policy  Issues.  The  presenter  for 
this  evening  was  Russell  Brown,  a  profes- 
sor of  economics  at  L-R.  He  dealt  with 
Civil  Rights,  Women's  Rights,  the  Envi- 
ronment, and  Deregulation  in  his  speech. 
Barbara  Kenny  from  the  League  of  Wom- 
en Voters  and  Janet  Painter  from  L-R 
were  the  reactors  to  these  issues. 

At  the  end  of  each  of  three  forums,  a 
question  and  answer  period  was  held.  The 
series  was  quite  informative  and  interest- 
ing. Lots  of  people  from  Hickory  and  the 
L-R  Community  attended  these  forums. 


MOCK  DEBATE- 


One  of  the  forums  held  in  the  fall  was  a  mock  Presidential  Debate. 
Dr.  Lowell  Ashman  of  the  Political  Science  Department  organized 
this  event.  The  purpose  of  the  debate  was  to  arouse  student  interest 
in  the  national  election.  In  previous  years,  such  an  event  was  spon- 
sored with  faculty  members  playing  the  roles  of  the  candidates; 
however,  Dr.  Ashman  felt  that  it  would  be  interesting  to  have 
politically  active  students  pose  as  the  candidates  in  this  year's  de- 
bate. 

The  actors  in  the  debate  were  as  follows:  Debate  Moderator  — 


Dr.  Lowell  Ashman;  Ronald  Reagan  —  Adam  Draper;  Walter 
Mondale  —  Luther  Faggart;  George  Bush  —  David  Charlton;  and 
Geraldine  Ferraro  —  Laura  Oehler. 

Each  of  the  four  candidates  had  an  opportunity  to  present  his/her 
ideas  and  proposals.  A  question  and  answer  period  with  the  audience 
followed  these  presentations. 

The  debate  was  well  attended  by  students  and  faculty.  Audience 
participation  during  the  event  was  very  enthusiastic. 


LEADERSHIP  RETREAT 


The  second  annual  Student  Leadership  Development  Retreat  was 
held  at  the  Blowing  Rock  Assembly  Grounds  during  the  early  part 
of  the  fall  semester.  Sixty-eight  people  particpated  in  the  event.  The 
participants  were  students,  faculty  members,  and  staff  members.

Twenty-one  people  attended  including  L-R  Presi- 
dent John  Trainer,  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs 
Robert  Spuller,  Chaplain  Don  Just,  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents Ed  Lewis  and  Professor  Ray  Mills. 

The  SGA  Cabinet  planned  its  goals  for  the 
spring  semester  during  the  24  hour  retreat.  The  list 
of  20  goals  was  later  prioritized  with  a  "Top  5" 
designated  for  early  action.  These  top  goals  con- 
cerned the  security  on  campus,  the  academic  stan- 
dards, dorm  improvements,  food  service  in  the 
cafeteria,  and  a  student  social  place. 

The  retreat  proved  to  be  very  beneficial  for  all  in 
attendance. 
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DR.  LEN  WEINGART 


On  Monday,  January  21,  1985,  Dr.  Len 
Weingart  presented  a  forum  program  enti- 
tled "St.  Thomas  and  St.  Lowenbrau"  in  the 
Belk  Centrum  at  10:00  a.m.  In  this  forum  he 
explored  the  conflict  between  corporate  ne- 
cessity and  human  morality  and  the  models 
of  conformity  that  conflict. 

Dr.  Weingart  began  by  discussing  corpo- 
rate corruption.  "This  is  a  fact,"  he  said, 
"that  any  corporate  job  paying  over  $20,000 
will  corrupt  you,  and  that  corruption  will  in- 
crease in  direct  proportion  to  your  salary." 
This  corruption  usually  occurs  during  prod- 
uct advertising,  he  said. 

A  freelance  writer,  poet,  and  speechmaker, 
Weingart  speaks  from  corporate  experiences, 
including  work  with  the  Miller  Brewing  Com- 
pany. 

Weingart  described  the  lavish  vacations  of 
corporate  staff  as  "mere  image-making." 
Corporations  will  spend  millions  of  dollars, 
he  said,  simply  to  appear  more  impressive 
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than  a  corporate  opponent. 

Weingart  developed  his  Forum  theme,  "St. 
Thomas  and  St.  Lowenbrau"  by  setting  up 
parallels  equating  St.  Thomas  with  personal 
ethics,  or  "ethos,"  and  "St.  Lowenbrau"  and 
corporate  morality. 

Ethics,  he  said  are  often  twisted  to  fit  cor- 
porate morality  —  morality  that  often  in- 
cludes outright  lies. 

Corporations  "are  feeding  you  misinfor- 
mation because  you  insist  upon  it."  Weingart 
said,  and  the  ignorance  and  willing  gullibility 
of  the  public  has  shown  him  that  "we  want 
lies." 

Weingart,  a  veteran  magazine  writer,  also 
lead  an  intensive  two-hour  workshop  on  the 
writer's  art  as  "Persuasion"  while  on  the  Len- 
oir-Rhyne  Campus.  During  the  workshop, 
Weingart  reviewed  and  stressed  the  basic 
craft  and  discipline  needed  by  aspiring  stu- 
dent writers. 

Weingart,  also  explained  the  pressures  of  a 


writer.  He  said  that  a  writer  must  be  ready 
and  willing  to  undergo  extreme  and  absolute 
pressure,  especially  a  corporate  writer.  "If  I 
miss  a  deadline  for  a  speech,  I  lose  a  job  and 
that's  the  end  of  my  career  in  corporate  writ- 
ing," he  said,  "If  you  can't  live  in  that  kind  of 
pressure,  stay  away!  I  am  not  exaggerating." 

Weingart  who  is  heavily  involved  with  cor- 
porate writing,  said  that  is  is  by  far  the  most 
profitable,  but  he  prefers  freelance  magazine 
writing.  Although  he  does  not  have  as  much 
time  for  freelance  work,  he  tries  to  publish 
three  pieces  in  a  year. 

Weingart  also  pointed  out  that  all  writers 
must  have  the  ability  to  use  a  library.  He  said 
that  a  lot  of  writing  requires  research,  so  a 
writer  must  know  how  to  perform  immediate 
and  effective  research  and  do  it  correctly. 

Weingart  has  had  work  published  in  Sport, 
Esquire,  and  Tennis  magazines.  His  poetry 
has  been  published  in  such  journals  as  Liter- 
ary Review  and  Southern  Poetry  Review. 


■ALEXANDER  GREGORYEV 


Alexander  Gregoryev,  a  Soviet  Journalist  touring  the  Unit- 
ed States  for  the  fifth  time,  told  a  Lenoir-Rhyne  convocation 
audience  on  January  28  that  the  major  difference  between 
American  and  Soviet  journalistic  styles  was  the  American 
desire  to  publish  bad  news. 

Since  the  Soviet  people  "do  not  only  want  to  read  the  bad 
news,"  Russian  newspapers  "do  not  have  to  be  sensationalized 
to  make  people  read  them.  That  happens  to  a  lot  of  papers  in 
this  country,"  said  Gregoryev. 

Newspapers  are  compiled  differently  in  the  Soviet  Union 
according  to  Gregoryev.  About  40  percent  of  a  Soviet  paper  is 
written  by  staff  writers,  while  the  remainder  comes  from  ex- 
perts on  various  subjects  and  from  readers'  opinions. 

No  advertising  appears  in  a  Soviet  newspaper,  while  Ameri- 
can papers  have  "so  much  advertising  it  is  difficult  to  find 
what  you  want  and  stories  of  interest,"  Gregoryev  said. 

The  role  of  journalism  is  different  in  the  USSR,  he  said.  "It 
plays  an  educational  role  like  PBS  in  this  country." 

Not  only  do  the  newspapers  and  magazines  comprise  differ- 
ent types  of  stories,  the  stories  are  compiled  differently. 

American  journalists  commonly  use  a  summary  lead  para- 
graph and  then  develop  the  details  through  the  story.  Soviet 
journalists,  however,  will  reverse  this  concept. 

One  of  Gregoryev's  purposes  in  visiting  the  United  States 
was  to  study  American  Journalistic  styles.  Comparing  differ- 
ent news  styles,  he  said  that  Time  and  Newsweek  magazines 
are  compiled  in  a  manner  similar  to  Russian  weekly  news 
magazine  ztyle.

This 
clinic  is  run  by  students  enrolled 
in  psychology  courses. 
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usic.  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  offers 
a  variety  of 
programs,  opportunities, 
and  outstanding  teachers 
and  facilities  to  all  music 
majors. 

There  are  three  degrees 
in  music  offered.  The  first, 
the  Bachelor  of  Music 
Education,  is  a  profession- 
al degree  for  students  who 
wish  to  teach  at  any  level 
in  the  public  schools.  The 
performance  degree  is  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  in  applied 
music.  Students  who  attain 
this  degree  usually  go  on  to 
a  graduate  school  with  the 
ultimate  goal  of  perform- 
ing professionally.

A  second  is 
the  Education  Track  for 
those  who  wish  to  teach 
history  and  social  studies 
at  the  secondary  level. 
The  third,  which  includes 
archaeology,  oral  history, 
and  an  internship,  is  the 
Applied  History  Track. 
Finally,  the  Modern  His- 
tory-Business Orienta- 
tion Track  enables  a  stu- 
dent to  combine  a  liberal 
arts  education  in  history 
with  selected  courses  in 
accounting,  business, 
economics  and  psycholo- 
gy- 
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rheatre  Arts. 
Theatre  Arts  is 
at  the  core  of  ev- 
ery liberal  arts  program. 
It  includes  elements  of 
other  art  forms  and  the 
humanities:  visual  arts, 
dance,  literature,  psy- 
chology and  architecture. 

Theatre  majors  must 
complete  a  basic  se- 
quence of  production  and 
theory  courses  in  theatre. 
Training  in  the  funda- 
mentals of  technical  and 
acting  skills  are  also  re- 
quirements of  this  major. 

The  theatre  arts  pro- 
gram is  in  the  liberal  arts 
tradition.  There  is  direct 
course  study  in  acting/- 
directing,  scenic  and  cos- 
tume design,  technical 
theatre  and  theatre  edu- 
cation. Teacher  certifica- 
tion in  theatre  arts  is  giv- 
en through  the  education 
department. 

A  theatre  major  from 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  is 
a  renaissance  person  — 
trained  to  practice  a  de- 
manding craft  with  skill 
and  insight. 
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Chemistry.  Chem- 
istry is  many 
things  —  from 
simple  experiments  per- 
formed in  high  school  to 
complex  reactions  that 
dictate  the  most  funda- 
mental processes  of  life. 
Chemistry  is  a  founda- 
tional disciline.  It  is  used 
in  most  areas  of  science 
for  analysis,  research,  de- 
velopment, and  manufac- 
turing. It  opens  the  door 
to  a  wide  variety  of  ca- 
reers as  well  as  offering  a 
wealth  of  oportunities  for 
further  study  beyond  the 
undergraduate  level. 

A  chemistry  major 
may  choose  either  bache- 
lor of  science  or  bachelor 
of  arts  programs.  The 
B.S.  degree  will  prepare  a 
student  for  graduate 
study  of  research  oppor- 
tunities in  government 
and  industry.  The  A.B. 
degree  gives  the  neces- 
sary skills  for  other  work 
in  laboratories  or  chemi- 
cally related  fields. 

The  student  may 
choose  the  general  stud- 
ies program  or  select  che- 
mistry/business, chemis- 
try teaching  or  pre-phar- 
macy  and  pre-med 
tracks. 
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Physical  Education.  A 
physical  education  major 
has  many  options  in  the  field. 
The  major  may  chose  a  non- 
teaching  or  teaching  certifica- 
tion program.  The  student  en- 
rolled in  the  program  must 
complete  the  core  classes  plus 
the  activity  requirements.

The  North  Carolina  Student  Legisla- 
ture had  its  first  meeting  on  November  12, 
1937,  in  the  Capitol's  House  Chamber.  It 
was  the  first  student  law-making  body  of 
its  type  in  America.  The  NCSL  serves  two 
fundamental  purposes.  Through  actual 
participation  in  a  model  General  Assem- 
bly, it  provides  students  with  close-up  and 
practical  education  in  the  political  and 
legislative  processes.  Additionally,  NCSL 
affords  students  a  statewide  forum  for  ex- 
pressing opinions  and  ideas  on  current  is- 
sues to  state  and  national  leaders. 

At  the  end  of  the  session,  which  meets  in 
March,  all  bills  that  are  passed  by  NCSL 
are  put  into  a  compendium  and  sent  to  the 
General  Assembly.  The  NCSL  has  about 
a  40%  passage  rate.  A  bill  to  provide  for 
permanency  planning  for  foster  children 
(introduced  by  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  delega- 
tion) and  the  right-to-die  law  are  two  ex- 
amples of  North  Carolina  laws  that  origi- 
nated in  the  NCSL.  The  organization  was 
incorporated  in  1974  as  a  non-profit  tax 
exempted  organization,  and  now  consists 
of  twenty-nine  charter  members  across  the 
state.
